Petition will be filed before Judge 
Owens in Cook county at Chicago to- 
day in which it will be sought to have 
Francis E. Parke, blnckmailer declared 
incompetent and committed to Dunning 
asylum for the insane, or to some other 
institution wjiere he can be taken care 

of. 

It is understood that the step meets 
with the approval of his attorneys, 
James G. Welch and Claire C. Edwards 
and of the federal ofllcers, Charles De 
Woody, government agent and Special 
"Agent Bragderi. 

The prospective filing of the peti- 
tion, which if it does not come today 
will come some day before Saturday, 
is a startling ending to. the case, as 
sentiment now seems unanimous that 
Parke belongs in a sanitorium rather 
than in a penal inetitutlbn. 

It is understood that his physician 
will sign the petition which will ques- 
tion the sanity of the man alleged to 
have written the $300 HoUstein-SmitK 
blackmailing letter, and that the, pe-; 
tition will entail an Immediate hearing, 
I with the commitment, a matter of cer- 
I tainty, as Dr. N. J. Roberts and others 
are ready to testify that the man is in- 
sane still, while proof that he escaped 
from Norriatoyvn, Pa,, insane asylum is 
easy to get and generally admited. 
Roberts, it is stated,* wished to sign a 
petition to bring Parke to book as in- 
competent yesterday.

The list of "indictments returned at 
noon Tuesday in a partial report of the 
grand jury included that of Wilbur 
Glenn Voliva and three of his leaders, 
John W. Friend, Walter Hurd Clen- 
denen and Allison A. Walker on charge 
of conspiracy. This indictment marks 
the second one against Voliva. The 
first conspiracy indictment was quaah- 
by order of Judge Charles Whitney. 

The Voliva indictment consists of 232 
pages closely typed. The main wit- 
nesses against him are said to have 
been Mayor 'BuHnger, Oliver Conroy, 
Frrnk McCann, John Deep, George 
Anderson, F. Herbcrger, Charles Jem- 
ison, Fred Rose and James Tyrrell. 
A petition asking for changeof venue 
was at once presented by Clendenen 
and was granted by Judge. Whitney. 
The chances are that Judge Frost of 
Rockford will be the man who will sit 
on the bench in Lake County court 
room when the cases are tried. 

The petitioner did not ask that the 
case be tried in Belvidere county or Mc- 
Henry county, but osked merely that 
some judge preside over the hearing.

Peopitt of the Fatherland Put by a 

Billion Dollars a Year, and 
j Invest It. 

' When the Gorman jeichatag a fow 
"weeks ago dlscuaaed tho hitroductloa 
of American sqcuritles in that country 
there was general surprise at the 
amount of German capital which was 
shown to be invested In foreign paper. 

But the secretary of the interior, Dr. 
Delbrucck, stated that the people of 
Germany are saving every year about 
?l,bbO»0O0,OOO, and that necessarily a 
large part of this amount must go 
abroad to find profitable investment. 
These savings go into other avenues 
besides mere purchase of securities. 

In 1905, according to a writer in 
Moody's Magazine, German Invest- 
ments in foreign countries, outside of 
holdings of securities, amounted to 
about 9.225 millions of marks (2,201.6 
xnllUons of dollars), in which the 
United States and Canada represent- 
ed at least 2,750 millions of marks 
{?656,300.000). 

The holdings of foreign securities 
were estimated at more than sixteen 
fatlllons of marks or some mlllloDS less 
than four billions of dollars. The real 
oggregate of all investments, however. 
Is higher still than these figures ex- 
press, as not all German participation 
In commercial or financial enterprises 
In foreign countries could be tak^n 
Into account 

Scarcely anywhere in the world Is 
a large Issue brought out without tho 
German capitalists being Invited to 
participate. Only a short time ago a 
large Hungarian loan was placed, in 
Germany and oversubscribed for sev- 
eral times, a Turkish bond Issue of 
large amount was willingly taken, and 
Just when the "emigration of German 
capital," as they used to call it over 
there, was being discussed In connec- 
tion with the proposed listing of St 
Paul shares on the Berlin exchange 
papers reminded the bonks that they 
had to be in readiness for the Chilean 
loan, soon to be expected. 



POSSIBILITIES OF THE SMALL DAIRY 
FARM AS A MONEY MAKER DEMONSTRATED 




Mail Dispatched by Aviator Carriers 




On tho 20-Acro Dairy Farm. 



The dairj- department of tho State 
university has given out a summary of 
results secured, on the 20-acre farm 
lor the flrat two yflora of Its opera- 
tion. The farm Is run as a practical 
business proposition. The proceeds 
from the herd must pay all running 
expenses and return a reasonable 
profit above IntereBt on Investment,' 
etc. Tho farm Is made to produce all 
the feed used. Alfalfa and com silage 
furnished tho basis of the ration. 
Straw is, the only thing purchased In 
the feed llne» and this Is used primar- 
ily for bedding purposes. Tho- herd is 
composed of grade Holstelns. 

Accurate records are kept Involving 
all labor expense, etc. Returns from 
the farm for the two consecutive years 
are presented on a per acre produc- 
tion basis. An average annual produc- 
tion of 4,1S5 pounds milk and 155 



pounds butter fat per . acre was se- 
cured. With milk valued at $1.63 per 
cwt., and the calf and manure product 
at $15.90, the gross Income t)er acre 
equals J79.93. Cost of production per 
acre -amounted to $42.04, which loaves 
a net income of $27.89 per aero. where 
the milk product was sold. In case of 
hutter fat valued at 28 cents per 
pound at the creamery with the value 
of skim, calf and manure figured at 
$24.94, the gross Income amounted to 
$68.34 per acre. Deducting tho cost 
of production, $42.04, the net profit 
per acre was $26.30. 

These results demonstrate to good 
advantage the possibilities of a small 
dairy where good cows are kept and 
where the feed is produced on tho 
farm. They are no more than can he 
realized on any farm which la prop- 
erly managed. 



SOME PROBLEMS OF POULTRY HUSBANDRY 



Courses In Agrlculturo. 
For some time the matter of af- 
fording instruction in agriculture in 
the.rural schools has been discussed. 
There Is a, very pronounced trend to- 
•ward the study of scientific farming, 
as is shown by the number of stu- 
dents In the colleges established for 
the purpose. There have been a num- 
ber of dlfllcultles In the way, however, 
of carrying out such a plan. To he on a 
•scope to make It really worth while 
It would require not only securing 
competent instructors but some ap- 
paratus and land. An experiment 
along this line Is thus mentioned by 
.The Rochester Post-Express: An ag- 
ricultural course has been added to 
the curriculum of a Connecticut rural 
high school and preparations are un- 
der way to make the work thorough 
and practical. The extension of edu- 
cational work in agriculture, such aa 
many of the leading colleges in the 
country are doing successfully, to sec- 
ondary schools Is a logical moVe. 
Rural high schools in particular can 
offer opportunities to their students 
In this way which will be of great 
Talue to those who cannot go to unl- 
TersitleB, and which will at the same 
time stimulate Interest to further 
etudy of the same sort on the part of 
those who do enter higher Institutions 
of learning. — Schenectady Gazette. 




WASHINGTON, D. C— Not to bo out- 
done by tho British postal authori- 
ties In tho carrying of mails through 
the air, tho latest method of letter 
transportation, Postmaster General 
Hitchcock gave his consent to the 
establishment of an experimental aero- 
plane mall route between one of the 
outlying branches of the Brooklj'n, N. 
Y., postofilco and the aerodrome "at 
Nassau boulevard, Long Island, dur- 
ing tho international -aviation meet 
held there. -. 

Aviators and their employes who 
were stationed on the field through- 
out the meet were able thereby to re- 
ceive their mail almost as quickly as 
though they were In one of the large 
cities. A special postal station was 
established at tho aavlatlon field and 
a temporary postmaster appointed by 
tho department to conduct the busi- 
ness of receiving and dispatching 
mails and selllhg postage stamps. Dur- 
ing the time of the meet olficlals of 
the postofilce department will watch 
with close interest the experiments 



of carrying mall by aeroplanes. . 

This Is not the first instance In 
which United States mails have been 
omcially authorized to be carried by 
aeroplanes.^ In November of last year 
Postmaster General Hitchcock formal- 
ly approved arrangements for tho car- 
rying of a pouch of mall from the 
trans-Atlantic steamer. Kalsorln Au- 
gusto Victoria, outhouad to Europe, 
back to New York city while the ves- 
sel was off the Long Island coast 
Aviator J. A. D. McCurdy was to have 
attempted this first offlclal aerial 
transmission of malls, ])Ut. because of 
stormy- weather tho attempt was not 
made. 

The first successful areoplano letter 
route was that opened recently by 
the British postal administration, 
which began a series of experiments 
in the carrj'Ing of malls by aeroplane 
from Hendon, England, to Windsor 
Castle, a distance of almost twenty 
miles. -Four aviators with two bi- 
planes and two monoplanes wore en- 
gaged in tho work and about one 
hundred thousand letters constituted 
the first delivery. Theso experiments 
have been watched with considerable 
interest by the United States postof- 
flce authorities, who are of the opin- 
ion that tho day when letters will be 
forwarded from city to city by airships 
Is not far distant.

Tho last Illlnoifl leglslaturo provided 
for the establishing of courses of in-: 
structlon In poultry husbandry at the 
state university by appropriating the 
sum of (10,000 for the purchase of 
land to be used in poultry work, and 
in addition gave an annual appropria- 
tion of $6,000 for the maintenance and 
development of a poultry department. 
It Is quite possible that tho necessity 
of exercising rigid economy and good 
business ability in making the funds 
allotted for this work go aa far aa 
possible to make the most satisfactory 
showing will add to its Instructive 
value and Interest for the people of 
the state for whom It Is established. 

Tho first question to be answered 
Is in regard to selecting the place 
where the poultry are to be raised 
and kept. This Is no less Important 
in the case of poultry mowing than 
of fruit growing. 

"While it is true that rough and In- 
fertile land may often be used to ad- 
vantage In poultry raising. It Is also 
true that no soil can bo too productive 
for successful poultry business; for it 
Is generally recognized by poultry 
men now that for a money-making 
proposition It is not a poultry farm 
that pays best, but poultry on tho 
farm. 

The poultry Is to be considered one, 
and If you please, the most Important, 
feature of tho farm system, but the 
soil must bo made to produce other 
crops at the same time, and the 
larger and more varied* these crops 
greater the promts. Tho poultry is 
to rotate as far as possible in Us oc- 
cupation of the ground like the other 
crops. And so this university is very 
fortunate In securing for Its poultry 
work 20 acres of very productive land 
in a good state of cultivation. 

There are other conditions thot must 
bo considered In choosing a site for 
the place where chickens are to he 
raised or kept for egg production. The 
"lay of the land" on a poultry ranch 
Is one of the big factors that make for 
success or trouble and loss.' 

Remember that the time of the year 
when tho operations of the poultry 
yards count the fastest for profits Is 
In the winter and early spring. Then 
every balmy breeze and ray of' sun- 
shine and warm hillside with a bit of 
green herbage can be quickly coined 
Into cash If they can bo coaxed Into 
the open windows of the houses or 
found within the yards. 

Never locate tho poultry plant on 
land that Is.wet and sour. The most 
desirable alto Is .on the ground that 
slopes gently to the south and east, 
wherei the soil is sandy or gravelly. 
Here Ao water will stand in pools on 
tho surface for the fowls : to drink 
when it has become polluted with the 
droppings of the Hock, and during a 
considerable part of the' winter the 
.vardB will bo dry, and attractive dur- 



ing the day for the birds to take their 
exercise. 

Moreover, one of the most desirable' 
combinations for the poultryman to 
mako on his farm is fruit and poultry, 
and the south and east slopes are best 
adapted for many kinds of fruit This 
is the character of the 20 acres that 
have been purchased by the imlverslty 
for' the poultry plant 

It- Is the purpose of those in charge 
of the poultry work at the imlverslty 
to carefully study all the natural con- 
ditlons of this land and try to de- 
velop practical and- profitable combi- 
nations of. poultry and other crops 
that may prove of help and interest 
to others who are considering golnff 
into that kind of an undertaking. 

At present about five acres on the 
east side of tho farm aro in alfalfa 
and tho rest has a crop of com grow- 
ing on.lt The first poultry house to 
he built Is being placed on the edge 
of the south slope where the winter 
sun will be most, cCfectlve In giving 
warmth and cheer to the house and 
yards. 

- In a later article a description of 
the houses to be used in the Illinois 
poultry yards and a discussion of the 
different systems of bousing poultry 
and the things to be sought for and 
tho things to be avoided will be given. 



ACCORDING to Washington ofilcials, 
for eight months not a shot has 
been fired and not a Icnlfe flashed 'by 
a member of any of the Chinese so- 
ciotles, or tongs. In the United States, 
There Is a truce among these feudists 
who have for years spread terror 
among the Chinese districts of the 
large cities.

Mr, Chlao, before coming to this 
country, was a schoolmaster In an ob- 
scure district in China. He has been 
with tho legation a IJttlo more than 
a year. He speaks no English when 
he can avoid It. He has been studying 
tho language, but has made little prog- 
ress. Although an aristocrat by birth 
and education, he is distinctly a man 
of the people, and bis hold on all 
classes Is little short of wonderful. 

Mr. Chlao attended the peace ban- 
quet in New York as tho special omls- 
sary of the emperor. At that time the 
agitation in ifavor of cutting off the 
queue was at its height In China. Mr. 
Chlao favored the adoption of western 
dress and mode of living, particularly 
in this country, believing that it would

' Your governmental uncle has a bil- 
lion dollars In gold stored aiVay, and 
he Is buying gold at the rato of obout, 
$120,000,000 a year, on the average, so 
that, at the end of twenty years for 
which he feels assured of having all 
the coin ho needs, be should have at 
least $3,400,000,000 In gold on hand, 
subject to your call. Ho feels com- 
placent over the outlooli. 

George Roberts says the govern- 
ment has a thousand million gold 



coins In Its vaults, and Oeorge Rob- 
erta knows because he saw 'em count- 
ed. He says Us enough to last us 
for a generation and he and Uncle 
Sam are not going to make any more 
gold coins until the twenty years are 
up and the pretty new gold coins are 
BO badly used up that It will bo time 
to call them in and send them to the 
melting pot / 

That's the reason, also, why tho 
mints of the country were closed in 
some instances and In others restrict- 
ed to the making of pennies and tho 
smaller coins. Tho new policy of the 
government Issuing certificates 
against the bullion in the mint Instead 
of making tho money out of the gold 
has saved' the government $100,000. 
according to Director of tho Mint Rob 
erts, and one of the reasons for this 
Is that the people prefer tho paper 
money for actual use and for circu- 
lation. 

"We have enough gold coins now 
for a generation to come," said Direc- 
tor Roberts. "When there is any con- 
siderable demand on tho treasury it U 
always for ' foreign exports, and the 
bullion is always preferred to the coin 
for this purpose."

As much secrecy 
surrounds those devices, they are in- 
variably constructed nt a government 
yard instead of In a plant of n private 
builder, Tho Florida Is already in 
commission and will bo ready for ac- 
tive service simultaneously with tho

These two floating fortresses will ho 
attached to the first division of the At- 
lantic fleet, the Florida becoming the 
regular flagship of the division and 
tho Utah occupying that signal rela- 
tion whenever her sister goes to dock 
for overhauling. Capt. Harry S. Knapp 
will command tlio Florida and Capt 
Henry S. Benson the Utah. Greater 
In every resi>ect size, armor and ar- 
mament, the Florida , and Utah will 




wrest from the Delaware and North 
Dakota the honor of being the most 
powerful war vessels afloat 

The displacement of tho two now 
dreadnaughts Js .21,82^ tons each. Ten 
12-Inch guns distributed , in Ave tur- 
rets and IG flvo-lnch rifles constitute 
tho malm batteries. The hulls are 
belted with armor ranging from 9 to 
11 inches. In thlckneaa, while steel 
walls, a full foot through, protect tho 
turrets. Tho ships are B21 feet long 
and aro equipped with turbine engines, 
generating 28,000 horsepower, which 
it is expected will drlvo them at a 
speed greater than the 20,76 Itnots re- 
quired by the navy department's speci- 
flcolions. Each of those castles of the 
sea will be manned by a crew of 00 
offlcors and 888 men.

New York.— Rear Admiral Schley, 
hero of the battle of Santiago, dropped 
deed from apoplexy ' on the street 
hePB. His deoth came Just a week 
after the publication of advanced 
sheets of Admiral F. B. Chadwick's 
history of the Spanish-American war, 
In which Schley Is completely exon- 
erated for making the famous "loop," 
that "loop" now being shown as the 
"brilliant maneuver" of the battle, 
and the maneuver that accomplished 
the defeat of tbo Spanish fleet. 

Schley was apparently in perfect 
health a short time before he fell 
upon tbe street on Fifth avenue and 
Forty-fourth street and died before a 
doctor could bo summoned. 

Admiral Schley, tho man who 
smashed the Spanish fleet at Santiago, 
■was one of the leading figures In tho 
American navy for a generation. Ho 
was born In Frederick county, Mary- 
land, In 1839. After graduating at An- 
napolis In 1860 and serving during 
the Civil war In minor capacities, he 
was commissioned in 186G as lieu- 
tenant commander. 

In 1884 ho volunteered for and was 
placed In command of the expedition 
sent to search tlie north polar region 
for Lieutenant (now Rear Admiral) 
Greely, and his companions, who had 
been lost from clvlllrallon for nearly 
two years, and the finding of them In 
a state of exhaustion and about to 
die constituted one of the dramatlo 
Incidents In arctic exploration.

Austin, Pa,— According: to tho best 
advlcea obtainable the loss of 'lire 
Ibat overwhelmed tho town of Auatla 
through tho Elvlog way oC tho dam ot 
tho Bayliss Pulp arid Paper company 
■will total at leaBt 200. This eatlraato 
was made by Chief of Police D. B. 
Baker, who know all the inhabitants 
of thio lltUo town, after he had made a 
second rovlelon of his hastily gathered 
coDBUs of the survivors and completed 
Mb pitiful llttlo problem in subtrac- 
tion. 

The property loss will exceed JG.OOO,- 
000, and It la tho general opinion that 
tho town never will be rebuilt. Two, 
at least, of the largo plants never will 
be rebuilt, and a majority of the bual- 
nesanienof tho place have been 
ruined Unanclally. 

State. Police Guard Ruins. 

A battalion of state police surround 
the town and no person without a pasa 
was permitted to enter. 

Keports from Costello and points" 
farUier down the Slnnemahoning. 
grow more encouraging. At Costello, 
whUo there was a heavy financial loss, 
it was said that not more than three 
persons wore dead. Beyond that point 
no fatalltleB had been reported. 
II •»B Homelesfc Given Shelter. 

Tho homeless have all bo provided 
with shelter.

Poislbillty That ConflaDratlon Started 

In the East Will Spread Over the 

World— Turkey Said to Be 

Mobilizing Entire Army. 

Tripoli.— Italy's squadron, which 
had been blockading the port, began 
a bombardment of the city at ten 
o'clock September 30. 

This action followed the refusal of 
the Turkish officials to permit a peace- 
ful landing and occupation ot the 
town. 

The government at Constantinople 
changed Its decision not to defend 
Tripoli, and war in reality, seems cer- 
tain to be the result. 

Appeal for Religious War. 

The Ottoman offlclala will attempt 
to Btir the Arabs and other Mohamme- 
dans Into action and create a religious 
war. 

Alahraoud Schefliet Posha, minister 
of war, telegraphed to the Turkish 
commandant at Tripoli to defend the 
territory with his utmost energy and 
to appeal to the religion of the peo- 
ple. , 

It Is probable the Italian decla^-atloa 
of war and the attack upon the Turk- 
ish torpedo boat destroyers at Pre- 
vesa decided the Turkish government 
to reverse its position of non-resist* 
anc«. 

Landing of Italian Troops. 

London. — Telegrams from Tripoli 
describe events after the Italian vland- 
ing. The message concludes: 

"Tho governor general of Tripoli is- 
sued an order to his troops not to 
open fire first when tho Italians ap- 
proach. Benghazi and Derna decided 
not to oppose the landing of tho Ital- 
ians." V . 

Two deatroyerB, the Garbaldl and 
Lander, landed offlcera. The ofilcers 
visited the Italian consul general and 
tho latter subsequently visited his 
BrlUsh colleague and asked leave for 
the few remaining Italians to find ref- 
uge on a vessel In tho harbor. This 
request was granted.

He also saw Premier GlollttI, who 
counseled firmness, aaaerling that 
Italy's rights and intentions should 
bo accompanied, however, with ex-, 
tre me caution to avoid unnecessary 
bloodshed or Incidents which might 
cause complications. 

The premier said the govornmont 
was ready to place at the general's 
disposal all the means, necessary to 
reach the desired object with tho least 
possible losses. He closed by saying: 

"All Italy wishes to follow the ex- 
pedition, all rtttlinn hearts beat for 
their brave brothera who are risking 
their Uvea to uphold the country's 
dignity and prestige." 

Charter Vessels as Transports. 

All the mall steamers chartered for 
the expedition have been fitted out for 
the transportation of troop^ and va- 
cated by their owners' offlcera and 
crews, who have beoh replaced by 
naval ofBcera and Bailors. Only the 
regular engineers of the lines remain. 
at their posts. 

Tho soldiers who are going to the 
front have been Instructed in regard 
to the religion and superatltlona or 
the people of Tripoli. The government 
has taken this action in order to im- 
press the Tripolltans with the true 
meaning of Italy's acUon and the sol- 
diers have been given strict orders to re- 
spect the Busceptlbllltles of the people 
and make them understand that Italj* 
means to bring the advantages of civ- 
ilization to Tripoli. 

The soldiers have been instructed 
to make this view manifest to tho 'lYI- 
polttans and do It In such a way aa 
not to hurt their feelings. 

The declaration ot war has been 
received with enthusiasm in all, parts 
of the country. 

Turkey Mobilizes Army. 

Constantinople. — A general army 
mobilization has been ordered In all 
the provinces. From all parts of the 
Interior of the empire, from the' 
sheikhs and Mussulmans ot Tripoli, 
fiery telegrnma have been received by 
the sultan, expressing their roadlnoss 
to shed every drop of blood for Islam ' 
At SalonlUI bloody encounters havo 
occurred between the authorities and 
the Italians desirous of leaving. Simi- 
lar scenes are reported from other big 
centers. 

An antl'Itallnn boycott has begun 
In many cities. Niazl Uey and ISnvor 
Doy, heroes of the revolution, an- 
nounce their readiness to march with 
numerous volunteers 'to Tripoli.
